Cr2BP = slip next stitch onto cable pin and 
leave at back of work, knit next stitch, then 
purl stitch from cable pin. 

C3F = slip next stitch onto cable pin and 
leave at front of work, knit next 2 stitches, 
then knit stitch from cable pin. 

C3B = slip next 2 stitches onto cable pin 
and leave at back of work, knit next st, then 
knit 2 from cable pin. 

C4F = slip next 2 stitches onto cable pin and 
leave at front of work, knit next 2 stitches, 
then knit 2 from cable pin. 

C4B = slip next 2 stitches onto cable pin 
and leave at back of work, knit next 2 
stitches, then knit 2 from cable pin. 

Cr4FP = slip next 2 stitches onto cable pin 
and leave at front of work, purl next 2 
stitches, then knit 2 from cable pin. 

Cr4BP = slip next 2 stitches onto cable pin 
and leave at back of work, knit next 2 
stitches, then purl 2 from cable pin. 

Cr4L = slip next 3 stitches onto cable pin 
and leave at front of work, purl next stitch, 
then knit 3 from cable pin. 

Cr4R = slip next stitch onto cable pin and 
leave at back of work, knit next 3 stitches, 
then purl stitch from cable pin. 

CrSFP = slip next 3 stitches onto cable pin 
and leave at front of work, purl next 2 
stitches, then knit 3 from cable pin. 

CrSBP = slip next 2 stitches onto cable pin 
and leave at back of work, knit next 3 
stitches, then purl 2 from cable pin. 
CrSFKP = slip next 3 stitches onto cable pin 
and leave at front of work, knit next 2 
stitches, slip first stitch from cable pin back 
onto left-hand needle and purl it, then knit 2 
from cable pin. 

C6F = slip next 3 stitches onto cable pin and 
leave at front of work, knit next 3 stitches, 
then knit 3 from cable pin. 

C6B = slip next 3 stitches onto cable pin 
and leave at back of work, knit next 3 
stitches, then knit 3 from cable pin. 
CrSFKP = slip next 3 stitches onto cable pin 
and leave at front of work, knit next stitch, 
purl next 2 stitches, then knit 3 from cable 
pin. 

CrSBPK = slip next 3 stitches onto cable 
pin and leave at back of work, knit next 3 
stitches, then puii 2, knit 1 from cable pin. 



Cr9F = slip next 5 stitches onto cable pin 
and leave at front of work, knit next 4 
stitches, slip next stitch on cable pin back 
onto left-hand needle and purl It, then knit 4 
from cable pin. 

C12F = slip next 6 stitches onto cable pin 
and leave at front of work, knit next 6 
stitches, then knit 6 from cable pin. 

C12B = slip next 6 stitches onto cable pin 
and leave at back of work, knit next 6 
stitches, then knit 6 from cable pin. 

U.S.A. GLOSSARY 

Cast off = bind off; tension = gauge; knit up 
= pick up and knit; stocking st = stockinette 
st; yarn forward, yam over needle or yarn 
round needle = yam over. 

Instructions are given for the first size, with 
larger slze(s) given in square brackets [ ]. 
Where only one figure is given, this applies 
to both (all) sizes. 

Before starting to knit, read the Instructions 
carefully and circle all figures relating to 
your size with a coloured pencil.

DRYING INSTRUCTIONS 

Using either of the specified yarns, you may 
tumble dry your garment with confidence in 
any domestic tumble dryer at temperatures 
of up to 60®C. 

Dry flat If garment is not tumble dried. 

NOTE FOR FAIR ISLE KNITTING 

When working in fair isle knitting, from 
charts, strand yam not in use loosely 
across wrong side of work over not more 
than 3 stitches at a time to keep fabric 
elastic, ensuring that the same coloured 
yarn is carried over the same way on 
every row and taking stranded yarn to end 
of row. 

Read odd rows K from right to left and even 
rows P from left to right. 

NOTE FOR MOTIF KNITTING 

When working in motif knitting from charts 
or In pattern, do not carry colours across 
wrong side of work, but use separate balls 
as required, twisting yarns on wrong side 
when changing colour to avoid a hole (see 
diagram on next page). 

Read odd rows from right to left and even 
rows from left to right. 



MOTIF KNITTING DIAGRAM 




SWISS EMBROIDERY 

Use a tapestry needle and appropriate 
colour. To work swiss embroidery 
horizontally, work from right to left. Bring 
needle up through centre of stitch from 
back of work, insert from right to left behind 
stitch immediately above (A), then down 
through centre of original stitch and out 
through centre of next stitch to left (B). 

To work Swiss embroidery vertically, work 
from bottom to top. 




CHAIN STITCH 

Bring the thread out at required point and 
hold down with left thumb. Insert the needle 
where it last came out and bring out the 
needle point a short distance away. Pull the 
thread through, keeping the working thread 



under the needle point. 




LAZY DAISY STITCH 

Work in the same way as Chain Stitch (A), 
but fasten each loop at the foot with a small 
stitch (B). This stitch may be worked singly 
or in groups to form flower petals. 



FRENCH KNOTS 

Bring the needle out at the required 
position, hold the thread down with the left 
thumb and encircle the thread three times 
with the needle (A). Still holding the thread 
firmly, twist the needle back to the starting 
point and insert it close to where the thread 
first came out. Pull the thread through to 
the back and fasten off securely for a single 
French Knot, or pass on to the position of 
the next stitch (B). 




TWISTED CORD INSTRUCTIONS 

Cut strands of yam approximately 3 times the 
required finished cord length and knot 
together at each end, making sure that the 



strands are even. Attach one end to a pin, 
hook or door handle and insert a knitting 
needle or pencil through the other end. Twist 
the knitting needle or pencil clockwise until 
the strands are tightly twisted together (A). 
Holding the centre of the cord, place the 
two ends together, keeping the cord taut to 
avoid tangling. Release the centre of the 
cord at short intervals and allow the two 
halves to twist together smoothly (B). Knot 
and trim both ends. 




POMPON INSTRUCTIONS 

Cut 2 circles of card and make a hole In the 
centre of each (the size of the hole should 
be approximately a quarter the size of the 
finished pompon). Thread a blunt needle 
with a long length of double yarn through 
the centre hole until the hole is filled. Cut 
through the outer edges of the circles 
between cards. Tie lengths of yarn very 
tightly round centre, leaving a long end to 
sew pompon to garment. Remove card and 
clip any uneven ends.

Shape shoulders 

Next row - Cast off 31 [29, 32, 41 , 35] sts, 
patt 25 [29, 31, 35, 37] (Including st on 
needle after cast-off), cast off 31 [29, 32, 
41 , 35] sts. 

Leave rem 25 [29, 31 , 35, 37] sts on a spare 
needle.

Cont in patt, working appropriate rows of

Shape neck

ending with row 4 [8, 12, 4, 8] of bobble patt 
and RS facing for next row. Cast off rem 31 
[29, 32, 41,35] sts. 



With RS facing, slip centre 13 [15, 17, 19, 
21] sts on a spare needle, rejoin MS to rem 
33 [40, 39, 41, 51] sts, patt to end. 

Keeping patt correct, dec 1 st at neck edge 
on next 4 [6, 6, 8, 8] rows, then on foil 2 [1 , 
1 , 0, 0] alt rows. Work 7 rows straight, thus 
ending with row 4 [8, 12, 4, 8] of bobble patt 
and RS facing for next row. Cast off rem 31 
[29, 32, 41, 35] sts. 



SLEEVES 



With 314 mm needles and MS, cast on 35 
[37, 39, 43, 45] sts. 

Rib row 1 - (RS), K1 , *P1 , K1 ; rep from * to 
end. 

Rib row 2 - PI , *K1 , PI ; rep from * to end. 
Rep these 2 rows for 4 cm, ending with row 1 . 
Increase row - Rib 2 [2, 3, 1, 2], Ml (by 
picking up horizontal loop lying before 
next st and working into back of it), (rib 5 
[4, 4, 5, 4], Ml) 6 [8, 8, 8, 10] times, rib 3 [3, 
4, 2, 3] (42 [46, 48, 52, 56] sts). 

Change to 4 mm needles. 

Next row - PI [3, 4, 1 , 3], (KB1 , P4) 3 [3, 3, 
4, 4] times, K10, (P4, KB1) 3 [3, 3, 4, 4] 
times, PI [3, 4, 1, 3]. 

Next row - K1 [3, 4, 1 , 3], (PB1 , K4) 3 [3, 3, 
4, 4], P10, (K4, PB1) 3 [3, 3. 4. 4] times, K1 
[3, 4, 1,3]. 

Work in bobble patt, placing panel patt 
and shaping sides thus: 

Row 1 - (RS), (inc In first st) 1 [1,0, 0, 0] 
time, PO [2, 4, 1, 3], (make 5, P4) 1 [1, 1, 0. 
0] time, (KB1 , P4, make 5, P4) 1 [1 , 1 , 2, 2] 
times, panel patt A as row 1 , (P4, make 5, 
P4, KB1 ) 1 [1 , 1 , 2, 2] times, (P4, make 5) 1 
[1 , 1 , 0, 0] time, PO [2, 4, 1 , 3], (inc In last st) 
1 [1, 0, 0, 0] time (60 [64, 64, 68, 72] sts). 
ROW2-K11 [13, 13, 1,3], (PB1, K13) 1 [1, 
1, 2, 2] times, panel patt A as row 2, (K13, 
PB1)1 [1,1,2, 2]times, K11 [13,13,1,3]. 
Row 3 - Inc In first st, P10 [12, 12, 0, 2], 
(KB1 , PI 3) 1 [1 , 1 , 2, 2] times, panel patt A 
as row 3, (PI 3, KB1) 1 [1, 1, 2, 2] times.

54. 58] sts). 

Row 5 - (Inc In first st) 1 [0, 0, 0, 0] time*, P2 
[0, 0, 2. 4], (KB1, P4) 3 [4, 4, 4. 4] times, 
panel patt A as row 5, (P4, KB1) 3 [4, 4, 4, 
4] times, P2 [0. 0, 2, 4], (inc in last st) 1 [0. 
0, 0, 0] time (48 [50. 50, 54, 58] sts). 

Row 6 - K4 [0, 0, 2, 4], (PB1 , K4) 3 [4. 4. 4, 
4] times, panel patt A as row 6, (K4, PB1 ) 3 
[ 4 , 4 , 4. 4] times, K4 [0, 0, 2, 4]. 

Row 7 - Inc In first st, P3 [4, 4, 1 , 3], (KB1 , 
P4) 1 [1. 1, 0, 0] time, (make 5, P4. KB1, 
P4) 1 [1,1, 2, 2] times, panel patt A as row 
7. (P4. KB1 , P4, make 5) 1 [1 , 1 , 2, 2] times. 
(P4, KB1) 1 [1. 1, 0, 0] time, P3 [4, 4. 1, 3], 
Inc in last st (58 [60, 60, 72, 76] sts). 
ROW8-K5 [6, 6, 12,0], (PB1, K13) 1 [1. 1, 
1 , 2] times, PB1 , K4, panel patt A as row 8, 
K4, PB1 , (K1 3, PB1 ) 1 [1 , 1 .

Row 9 - (Inc in first st) 1 [0, 0, 0, 0] time, P4 
[6, 6, 12, 0], (KB1, PI 3) 1 [1, 1, 1, 2] times, 
KB1, P4, panel patt A as row 9, P4, KB1, 
(PI 3, KB1 ) 1 [1 , 1 , 1 , 2] times, P4 [6, 6, 1 2. 
0], (inc In last st) 1 [0, 0, 0. 0] time (60 [60,

Row 10 - K6 [6. 6, 3, 0], (PB1, K4) 1 [1, 1,0, 
1] time, (P5tog, K4, PB1, K4) 1 [1. 1, 2. 2] 
times, panel patt A as row 10, (K4, PB1, K4, 
P5tog) 1 [1 , 1 , 2, 2] times. (K4, PB1 ) 1 [1 , 1 , 0. 
1] time. K6 [6. 6. 3, 0] (52 [52, 52. 56. 60] sts). 
Row 11 - Inc In first st, PO [0, 0, 2, 4], (KB1, 
P4) 4 times, panel patt A as row 1 1 , (P4, 
KB1 ) 4 times, PO [0, 0, 2, 4], inc in last st (54 
[54, 54, 58. 62] sts). 

Row 1 2 - K2 [2, 2, 4, 1 ], (PB1 , K4) 4 [4, 4. 4, 
5] times, panel patt A as row 12, (K4, PB1) 
4 [4, 4, 4. 5] times, K2 [2. 2. 4, 1]. 

These 1 2 rows set bobble patt and sleeve 
shaping and place panel patt. 

Cont in patt as set, working appropriate 
rows of panel patt and work a further 0 [2, 
2, 2, 2] rows, thus ending with RS facing for 
next row (54 [70. 70. 74, 86] sts). 

Inc 1 st at each end of next and every foil 
4th row 6 [9, 9, 7, 1 ] times, taking inc sts into 
patt, thus ending with row 1 [3, 3, 7, 7] of 
bobble patt and WS facing for next row (92 
[98. 98, 98, 82] sts). 

61, 66 and 71 cm sizes: Work 5 rows 
straight. Inc 1 st at each end of next and 
every foil 6th row [1, 4, 10] times, thus 
ending with row [3, 1, 1] of bobble patt and 
WS facing for next row ([102, 116, 120] sts). 
All sizes: Work 9 [13, 13, 15, 15] rows 
straight, thus ending with row 10 [4, 4, 4, 4] 
of bobble patt and RS facing for next row 
(68 [74, 78. 84, 88] sts). Cast off In patt. 



MAKE UP 



Omitting ribbing, press lightly under a dry 
cloth using a cool iron, taking care not to 
flatten the pattern. 

Embroidery 

Starting at marked stitch and using 
appropriate colour, embroider In cross 
stitch from embroidery chart (see next 
page) In centre stocking stitch panel on 
Back and Front, repeating the 20 rows until 
back neck is reached on Back and neck 
shaping Is reached on Front. 

Using embroidery diagram (see next page) 
as a guide, embroider a flower in lazy daisy 
stitch at the top of each heart motif of panel 
patt A on Back, Front and Sleeves, working 
ail leaves In 1st C and alternating flower 
heads in 2nd C and 3rd C as In photograph 
(see second page of text for lazy daisy 
stitch instructions). 

Join right shoulder seam. 

Neck Border 

With RS facing, 3!4 mm needles and MS, 
knit up 16 sts down left side of neck, K13 
[15, 17, 19, 21] from front dec 0 [0, 1, 1, 2] 
sts evenly, knit up 16 sts up right side of 
neck, then K across 25 [29, 31 , 35, 37] sts 
at back neck thus: K3 [3, 2, 1 , 2], K2tog, (K6 
[5. 6, 4, 4], K2tog) 2 [3, 3. 5, 5] times, K4 [3. 
3, 2, 3] (67 [72, 75, 79. 82] sts). 

Next row - (WS), K. 

Next row - P. 

Rep last 2 rows once more, thus ending 
with WS facing for next row. Using a 4 mm 
needle, cast off evenly knitways. 

Join left shoulder seam from armhole edge, 
leaving 7 cm free from end of seam to top of 



Neck Border for shoulder opening. 
Shoulder Opening 

With RS facing, 3Va mm needles and MS, 
knit up 31 sts evenly all round shoulder 
opening. Cast off evenly knitways. 

Place markers 14 [15, 16, 17, 18] cm down 
from shoulder seams on Back and Front to 
mark armhole depth, then sew cast-off 
edge of sleeves in place between markers. 
Join side and sleeve seams. 

Using MS, make 3 buttonloops on front 
edge of shoulder opening, first to come at 
top of Neck Border and remaining 2 spaced 
evenly across opening. 

To make a buttonloop: Using a 

blunt-ended sewing needle and a length of 
yarn, make a small loop at required point 
with 2 strands of yarn (foundation loop). 
Using a single strand of yarn, work 
buttonhole stitch all round foundation loop. 
Fasten off. 

Sew on buttons securely to back edge of 
shoulder opening to correspond with 
buttonloops.
